A Sea Heritage. 


Up to the time of the Spanish 
Armada England concerned itself 
chiefly with the continent of Europe, 
of which it was, as geographically 
it in, an appendage. But the defeat 
of the Armada put us on the open 
gen and we have a long line of 
sailors who, when they were not 
buccnincering and privatecring, 
pushed their way in all directions 
over the face of the waters. 

We are not only sailors. The 
eternal snows of Everest as well as 
the ice of the Poles guard the bonea 
of the English. The tropics and the 
temperate, regions know us. The 
sailors were the pioneers. They 
were generally accompanied by 
soldiers who did the fighting In 
ships as well as on shore in the old 
days, and it was only after they had 
done their stuff that the business 
men, Governments, policemen, and 
men of arts came along. That is 
the way our Empire was built, and 
that also js the way our small 
Colony xrew up. Those who make 
nw pilgrimage to that small cemetery 
on Stanley Peninsula will under-- 
stand better than I ean hope to tell 
them. 

This is England’s day. 

That. is sufficient for us to cele- 
brate it. It fs the day on which 
Shakespeare was born and on which 
ho died. That alone would make it 
famous, but there fs another reason 
it is never to be forgotten. On 
23rd April, 1918. the combined 
forces of the Navy and Royal 
Marines, with the old old battle ery 
of “St. George for England,” attack- 
ed and blocked the submarine: rat 
hole of Zechrugge, . 

We have our Yorkshire — tykes, 
Shropshire lads, Hampshire hogs, 
Men of Kent, Devonshire Dumplings 
nnd our Cousin Jackys, from my 
own county. We started befny mix- 
ed in Cornwall when the Phoenic- 
tans’ came for tin. We continued

Exchange Speculation. 


(To The Editor of Hongkong 
Telegraph.) : 
Sir,—Thero is a struggle going 
on in this Colony at tho present 
moment between legitimate business 
men and speculators, It is a 
struggle of Mfe and death, of right 
and wrong, of business and 
gambling, On the outcomo of this 
struggle hanga the future welfare 
of the whole Colony, and it is 
superfluous to’ emphasize that no 
community can exist. on gambling 
bastu—particularly oa 
such as Hongkong. 

With the exception of aamblera 
in’ exchange—even they have 
amongst them some suiferers who 
do not deserve our pity—people in 
every walk of life and in business 
of every kind have auffered terribly 
because of unstabled dollars, and 
yeb the speculators for their own 
selfish end, persist in arguing for 
silver standard and fgnoring: pur- 
posely the advantage in stablliza- 
tion. Their most important and, 
simultaneously, most foolish argu- 
ment is that Hongkong must follow 
China. This foolish argument was 
put forward In approximately the 
sume way by apectlators in the by- 
gone days when Phillipine Islands, 
the Straits Settlements, Malaya, 
ete, tried to stabilise their cur- 
rencies; obly they put as a sub- 
stitute the words “Far East” for 
the word “hina”. 1 need not in- 
form my refders how these various 
plnces have been getting along 
since uncertainty was removed from 
their currencies. The — pity in 
Hongkong is that the speculators 
ins its midyt are mostly influential 
people of the community. There- 
fore, their words have more weight. 
But since the Currency Mission is 
for impartial investlyation, I hope 
nothing but the prosperity and wel- 
fare of the community will be 
taken into consideration. Right, 
after all, ia right, and must 
eventually win a hearing. 

Besides, we have ‘tried silver 
standard long enough and the re- 
sult is what it is to-day, It does 
not pay to stick: blindly to it and it 
is only fair to give gold standard 
a.chanece. To say that gold stand- 
ard will ruin the trade of Hong- 
kong without even giving it a trial 
ix too cowardly to require any com- 
ment. We know one thing, how- 
ever, which gold standard will 
ruin, and thnt fs, it will ruin the 
game of exchange speculation, - 

A certain man who has mnde 
much gain from: exchange is now 
giving all the publicity he can to 
fight against stabilization. Let us 
remember that the oldest monarchy 
in the world has to bow to the will 
of the majority and that ita fall 
has been caused by pens, therefore, 
let us fight this propagandist and 
his gang with our mightiest in- 
strument—our pens! Let us do 
not remain passive! Do not Iet 
them crucify un on a cross of silver!

The medal of the military division

BIRTH CONTROL 
ADVICE. 
LIMITED SANCTION BY 
GOVERNMENT. 


The Government has sanctioned 
the yiving of advice on birth con. 
trol by maternity and child wel- 
fare centres to women whose 
health would be Imperifled by fur- 
ther child-bearing. : 

This decision Is announced io 
Ministry of Health circular to 
maternity and child welfare autho- 
rities. 

The letter points out that thr 
Government cannot sanction the 
use of thege centres for giving 
birth contro! advice in cases not 
governed by medical considera- 
tions. 

It ix pointed out that while 
local authorities have no general 
power to establish kirth control 
clinics ax such, Under the notifi- 
cation of Births (Extension) Act, 
1915 “it may properly be held that 
birth control clinics can be pro- 
vided for these limited classes of 
women, 

“Having regard to the acute. 
division of public opinion on the 
subject of birth control, the Gav- 
ernment have decided that:no De- 
partment: sanction which may be 
necessary to the establishment pf 
such clinies for expectant and 
nursing mothers shall be givel ex- 
cept on condition that contracep- 
tive advice will be xiven only in 
enses Where furthor pregnancy 
would he detrimental to: health ”

McI. Messer, O.B.E., the Colontal 
Troasurer, Who is leaving for 
Home on leave to-morrow, will be 
novering hia connexions with 
Hongkong, 18 he ailf retire at 
Home on the expiration of his 


: lenve and will not bo returnigg to 


the Colony. 


It was in November, 1897, that 
Mr, Messer was appointed a Cadet, 
after a brilliant University career 
at Cambridge where he - distin- 
guished himself in mathomatics, 
gaining  Tripos. After serving 
in the Colonial Secretariat and 

Viater on Land Registration work 
In the New Territories, he was, in 
1901, appointed Acting Colonial 
Trensurer and made a Member of 
the Executive and Legislative 
Councils. In June, 1902, he was 
appointed Acting Registrar 
General (now — Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs), and also & 
member of the Governing Body of 
Queen's Gollege. For some three 
years following he was identified 
‘with administration jn the New 
Territories, and in 1907 he acted 
na Postmaster General, while In 
the following year he was Hend 
of the Sanitary Department. 
Then for five years he was Poat- 
master General, twice acting as 
Colonial Treasurer in addition. 
Htowas in lois, that he became 
Acting (aptain Superintendent of 
Pollee, and. held the substantive 
appointment of that post from 
April, 191 to December 1918. 
This was during the 
of the war yerrs, and Mr. Messer 
was closely identified with the 
oraniaation of the Police Reserve 
amd many other special branches 
of police work that arose out of 
those times.

TWO DEFENDANTS DENY 
KNOWLEDGE OF LOAD. 


Hearing of the case In which 
three Chineac, Lal Tak-hung, Ng 
Kam and Wong Shek, were charg- 
ed with possession of 700 tba, of 
tobacco on which the duty had not 
been paid, at Taipo Rond on April 
18, was resumed befor: Mr. 
Hamilton, at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy yesterdny afternoon, The 
first defendant was additionally 
charged with possession of 700 Ibs. 
of tobacco, which had been {legal- 
ly imported, moved or manufactur- 
ed. . 
Mr. T.S. Whyte Smith conducted 
the prosecution, and Mr. D..E. B. 
Evans appeared for the second and 
third defendants. 

The second defendant, 
evidence yesterday, said that on 
April 12 he was engaged by the 
first defendant to drive the ftorry 
to n piace beyond Sheung Shui to 
pick up some loads. On previous 
ocensions he had driven his lorry 
to the New Territories to colicct 
goods, starting about 2 a.m. in order 
to get there in'time for the opening 
of the market at Un Long, which 
wan at tacm. On this occasion he 
went a little beyond Sheung Shui. 
The goods were put om hoard the 
lorry by some men on the rondside. 
He had no idea what the packages 
contained. The lorry was being 
driven by the third defendant, und 
on the way back they were stopped 
by Revenue Officer Pearce, whe 
held a revolver in one hand, The 
first defendant jumped. over the 
side of the lorry and ran away. 
The Chinese Revenue officer told 
him that they had stopped the 
lorry because it contained tobacco, 
It was the first time that he knew 
that the packages contained 
tobacco. 

In reply to Mr. Whyte Smith, de- 
fendant said that he took the third 
defendant along as an assistant, 
as he un not feeling well, He 
did not hear the third defendant 
tell the Chinese Revenue officer 
that the load.was tobacco, 

The third defendant then gave 
evidence. Ile also said that he did 
not know what they were going to 
fetch. Neither he nor the second 
defendant helped the men in load- 
ing the lorry. When the Buropean 
officer stopped them and asked him 
what they had got, he pointed back- 
wards to the first defendant and 
said “Ask him.” 

In ruply to Mr, Hamilton defen- 
dant said he did not think the 
circumstances of loading sacks hy 
the gide of the road away from the 
market were suspicious, 

Wong Chun-mei, the owner of 
the lorry, sald that the second de- 
fendant, who was his driver, when 
he obtained an order did not usual- 
ly-inform him, but on his return 
from the engagement handed over 
all the money. ° -
